BID OFFICERS STOPPED TO CONTACT THE DEFENDANT. THE DEFENDANT 
LOOKED IN THE DIRECTION OF APPROACHING OFFICERS AND PLACED THE 
STEEL RESERVE CAN INTO A WHITE, PLASTIC BAG. 

BID OFFICERS CONTACTED THE DEFENDANT AND THEN RECOVERED THE 
ALMOST EMPTY CAN OF STEEL RESERVE LAGER. THE LABEL ON THE CAN READ 
8.1% ALC/VOL. OFFICERS ADVISED THE DEFENDANT THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO
